An exhibition of drawings and 
tempera studies by Artist John 
Cumningham, living in Carmel, 
can be seen by walking into the 
Little Art Gallery. Be sure to 
see it; it is definitely worthwhile. 
Two-of the pictures are in water 
color, while the rest are in black 
and white. A number of med- 
iums are to be seen in the tem- 
pera work. 

The water color on the left 
wall reminds one of the -work of 
Raoul Dufy, one of the “solid 
moderns’ 'of French painting. To 
this group belong Artists Dunoy- 
erde Sezonzac, Georges Rouault, 
Maurice de Vlaminck, and Henri 
Matisse. The naive and child 
quality of some of the drawings 
remind one of the later work of 
Matisse. 

It could be said that Cunning- 
ham uses the shorthand method 
of drawing in some of his pic 
tures; by this method he gets a 
first-impression quality. This 
shorthand method of working is 
especially noticeable in his work 
on Pacific Grove. An interest- 
ing effect is achieved in “Jau 
Les Pins’ and “Washington 
D. C.” White outlines against a 
grey surface which gives a fan- 
tastic and imaginative quality to 
the pictures that is delightful. 
The artist possesses the ability to 
suggest, with a few deft strokes, 
people. Perspective is altered to 
give the drawings added interest 
in design and composition. 

John Cunningham, who studied 
art in the United States and 
Paris, uses a number of mediums 
in his search for artistic expres- 
sion. 

If you’d like to see what some 
of the more “local’ ‘talent is cap- 
able of doing, drift into the Little 
Art Gallery and see the Cunning- 
ham view.
